ALLEGED BRUTALITY ON BOARD 
AN AMERIVAN SHIP, 


Mr Wodehovee heard further evidence 
at the Polica Court to-day in. connection 
with the charge against + harles W. Carr, 
aecemd mate of tho American, barque ddam 
IW. Spies, of assaulting one tof crew, 
named Carl Carlaun, who..s<s.9 gent 2D 
inmate of the Lunatic Asylum at the Sov- 
ernment Civil Hospital. Oolonel Withers, 
U. S. Consul, again occupied a seat on the 
bench, 

‘The following evidence was taken :— 

De Atkinson, Superintendent of the 
Government Civil Hospital, said—On. the 
26th Junuary the patient Carlson was ad- 
mitted to the Hospital, He was suffering 
from what is known as goneral paralysis of 
the innano, an obscure nervous disdrder. 
Tn addition to this ho complained of pain 
in the head, and there was also a elise! 
weakness of the right arm. . The left side 
of the face wis slightly paralysed. On 
asking how Jung he had beou ill ho 
had been ill sinea the night he came into 
Hongkong. fle ulso stated that on Chat 
night he was assaulted by the second mate 
of the ship, aud that sinco that night he had 
been sick:and vomitting, and that he bad 
been .‘knocked silly.’ The symptoms T 
have desoribed subsided ina few duys. On 
the 28th I reported this to Dr Ayres ou his 
visit to the Hospital, and he tuld me I had 
Wetter communicate wito Col. Withers, ‘the 
American Consul, mentioning the state- 
ment mado by the pationt. The pationt 
told me ho’ had been kicked on tlio head 
and that he had been hit with the handle 
of something which I understood to be «

Col. Withers said-—When, the ship ome 
in the master came to me and said quo of 
his orey was crazy.and be wished to dis 
charge him.

Ho replied 
that he supposed the mun must have been 
crazy when he shipped as he ‘was out of 
his mind ono or two days-after ho shipped. 
He said a doctor had examined him and 
thought ho was imbecile. Having been a 
modical practitioner mysclf, I asked him 
to bringup the man tome. Ho was brought 
up’ and: on examining him I came to 
the conclusion: that his mind was’ un- 
sound, His memory was very defective, 
in fact I may say he had none. He could 
hot remember where he was sbipped, and 
male many contradictory statements, some 
of which were absurd. He complained of 
a doll pain in his head. I asked him if he 
had received any injury on the hond. He 
gaid he had not. On askiuy the Captain if 
ho had ever known the man te have got 
any injury to. his bead, the Captain “said he 
hed onco seen him have a hard fall on the 
deck aud thatthe sccond mate taised him 
up. The master said he went forward and 


<asked €atlgon if he. was much hurt and he 


said No, ho would be_all right in o few 
minutes. Secing the man wus utterly un- 
fitted forsurvica aud suffering from 2% ner- 
yous disease, I discharged him and sent 
him to the Bouspital He mado no com- 
aygainat the second mate. Tt was to 
me he should have mady it if he had ono to 
mako, Seamen know that they have aright 
to make such complaints to me, and ro far 
from discouraging that I encourage it 
all I cau, and have all complaints 
investigaicd. E don't remember thut any 
ofthe rest of the crew wero present when | 
J examined Carlson. No complaint was 
made by any of the others as to Oxrlaon 
being assaulted. There waa a charge of 
assault made by another man on hia own 
behalf against the mate. That man was 
one of the witnesses in this case. . I asked | 
thia nmn if he had known the mate-to com- 
mit any act of violence to any of the 
others and he said no. A day or two 
afterwards I had a letter from Dr Atkinson 
informing me that hebad been told Carlson 
had been kicked on the head and also 
atruck on the head with a pieco of timber. 
T mnde further inquirias but could find out 
nothing about it.. I did not inquire of any 
of the reat of the crew whether bo had 
boen asgaulted, When inquiring into the 
other case of assault several of the crew 
wore present and heard. me inquire if tho 
mate had ever assaulted any other man, 
should think they might have told me if he 
had. Idid not speak to the second mate 
himeelf about this assault until yesterdoy, 
when Iasked him if he did strike the man 
and-he-ssid no. 

William Emerson—I made a charge of 
agsault against the prisouer to the Ameri- 
can Consul ‘The assault took place on the 
high seus. I was then asked. if the mate 
had assaulted anybody else besides myself, 
T replied that he wid frequently. done sv. 
I think I mentioned then that he had 
assaulted Carlson, but I cannot quite re- 
member. He did freqnently assault men. 
He often asanulted Carlson before this. I 
have soon him strike him with « rope’s end 
and with his hand, This is the ouly occa- 
siow on which he has assaulted hina inside 
Hongkong waters, In my case the prisoner 
was fined a dollar, .I was struck on the 
back of the head with a belaying pin. 

Jones Wilson—I was present when 
Emerson made a complaint te the Consul 
about having been assaulted. I did not 
hear the Consul: ask whether the mate had 
asayulted anybody 'elso besides him. I was 
not present all the time the case was being 
investigated. I have aevn Carron ussaulted 
on several .ucensions, bat ouly thir ones in 
Bongkong waters. From where Carlson 
waa slanding when he was. atrnek he would 
be exsily knocked down, Tt would not 
require a very hard blow if he was takon 
unawares. 

Robert Fisher, sseistant. at the Sailors’ 
Home, said—I was on board the Adam W, 
Spies when she was abreast of thy Harbour 
office coming in. I remained on buard till 
half-past_ four. T notioad’ Carlson walking 
around tho poop deck when I went on 
board, in an aimless sort of way. Nobody’ 
seemed to take any notice of him or give 
him any orders. One of the sailors told 
me this mun, was.o lunatic, I took more 
notice after-that. I noticed him go down 
on the main deck and. begin tu vomit. 1 
remained in the after. part ofthe ship all 
the time whero the secund mate Kas super- 
intending the work, 1 did not sev Carlson 
helping to take in sail. I was within ten 
yards of tho pinrail.of the mainmas: while 
pail was being takon in. I did not-see any- 
bedy fall from the piprail. “If anybody had 
falloni off I, must ‘have. seen’ it. I havo 
liad that-a man tumbled off not in port 
bat at soa. The second mate waa in- my 
view all the time, -Ho nover struck one 
blow. I must have seen it if ho had. 

Inspector Cr. duck said he had to com- 
plain of the witness Fisher having interfor- 


mop. [looked for marks but saw none of 
any kind. Such blows might or might not 
feave marks. He was in o weak state of 
mind when admitted. On the J4th Feb, 
bis symptoms became worse, xm event that 
may happon in the course of tho disease, 
and on accuunt of this wo transferred him 
tu the Lunatic Asyhum, I saw bim yos- 
terday,” His state of mind is still woak, 
bat his bodily condition is much better 
than when he came in. Ae’is usual in 
these cases, his memory is bad. There is 
another case admitted to the Hospital from 
the same ship and the man made a state: 
tment lo me about this affuir. - -

Two Princesses then 
conduct the Empress to tho bridal chamber 
whoro the Emperor sits on the left hand of 
the bed, and the Empress on the right, 
faco to face. The Princesses thon request 
the Imperial couple to drink by joining 
their wino cups. When night comes, some 
of the ladies of the court offer them the 
pudding called the ‘Pudding of Sons and 
Grandaons,’ and the broth called the 
‘Broth of Long Life.' This having buen 
dono tho Princesses will arrange the bed, 
sceptres inlaid with jade boing put at the 
four corners of the bedstead. 

At3 ain. on the 27th of February the 
Princesavs go to the bridal chamber to holp 
the Empresa to dress. The Emperor also 
pats on his full dress, and ths proper in- 
structions are given to the Timperial couple 
as to knevling, ketowing and rising. Tho 
Emperor theu conducts the. Eripreas to 
worship the Gods of Hoaven, Expth and 
the Household, which they do by Ei oeling 
and kotowing nino times. This don; , they 
Tepair to the Hwu Hoang tempte, where 
they burn Tibetan incense and kotow nine 
times : thence to the Chong-chion palace, 
whore they kotow nine times before the 
images of thoir grandfather, father and bro- 
ther. Thence they come to the Chu-haii 
palace, where they present sceptres to the 
Ewpross Dowager and katow nine times. 
The Empress Dowager gives them her own 
sceptre, and thoy return to the palace, 
where the Empress kneela to presont her 
seeptre inlaid with jude to the Emperor, 
and kotows nine times. The Emporor con. 
fora his seuptre inlaid with jade on the Em- 
press, who then takes her svat, aud the two 
secondary Empresses kneel down and ko- 
tow nine times to the Empress, 

On the 3rd of March a proclamation will 
make known the Imperial uurciage through- 
out tho whole Expire. 

On the 6th of March the Viceroys, 
Governors, Generala-in-chief, and Bri- 
gadier-Genorals of the eightcen provinces, 
and uobles and high ofticinls of the first 
and second rank in Peking, will congratulate 
the Emperor, each presenting him with a 
sceptre inlaid with jade. “On the following 
day tho Emperor graciously gives a banquot 
to his Ministers and the Enyoys of his 
vassal kingdoms, which, by the gracious 
permission of the Empross Dowager, is 
attended by the noble ladies uf the Oourt.
